Jron. If the Sea-water hardens, and the Rain-wa- 
ter on the contrary diffolves the Copperas Stones, ic 


is becaufe the firft by reaton ot the great quantity - 


ef common Salt with which it is impregnated, can- 
not fo well enter the Poresot thole Sconesto diffolve 
that Acid Salt contain’d in them, as the Rain.water, 
which being more picrcing and free from all Salt, is 
the more fit for the diffolution of any thar it cam 
come ar. As to your Experiment, that it will boy! 
in nothing but Lead, and net without fome Iron 
thrown into it, that Ebullirion then muft piocede 
from the Conflict that happens between the Acid 
Salt of the Copperas, the Alcali of the Iron, and 
perhaps fome of the fulphurcus parts of the Lead.
